2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Luhmann et al '665, substantially 
for reasons of record as set forth in Paragraph No. 2 of Paper No. 082305, together with 
the following additional observations. More particularly, the Examiner has little to add to 
his prior analysis, and can only note that applicant's remarks (e.g. paragraph bridging 
pages 2-3) do little besides offer a general traversal of the Examiner's position (which is 
based upon a straightforward reading of the reference as well as the again relied upon 
Concise Encyclopedia of Polymer Science and Engineering passage) while also 
overlooking the fact that his claims are also open ended. That is, although applicant 
traverses the rejection his arguments appear to be simply a rewording of the Examiner's 
analysis and then he simply states that he strongly disagrees with the Examiner's 
analysis. Finally, even if other moieties besides the fraction of 1 ,2-linked diene which is 
selectively hydrogenated are present in the adhesive composition this fact is simply 
irrelevant in view of his open ended claims. 

3. Claim 1 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Luhmann et al '665, substantially for reasons set forth in Paragraph No.3 of Paper No. 
082305, together with the following additional observations. More particularly, applicant 
argues (Response, page 3, 2 nd complete paragraph) that "the Examiner has not shown 
where SBBS block copolymers are mentioned at all", but it appears that he has 
overlooked Col 4, lines 24-31, particularly lines 29-31 which teaches that 
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"polyisobutylenes, etc" can replace up to about 50% of the vinylaromatic-containing 
block copolymers. It is strongly believed that such a teaching encompasses for 
purposes of obviousness the claimed SBBS polymers, and as such applicant's traversal 
of the rejection must accordingly fail.
